Suit filed in Speedway death 


County seeks 
state funding 
for airport land 

Long anticipated airport 
may become a reaiity 


The family of Ste¬ 
phen Cox, who suffered 
fatal injuries last year 
while participating in a 
driving academy at the 
Kentucky Speedway, 
has filed a lawsuit alleg¬ 
ing his racecar’s steer¬ 
ing wheel broke off in 
his hands as he sped 
around the track at more 
than 100 mph. 

Cox, who was 30 
when he died, was a 
pharmacist from Deca- 


Former Gallatin 
County coroner Jacque

He crashed into 
a concrete wall on Sep¬ 
tember 14, 2014, while

Cox suffered mas¬ 
sive head injuries in the 
crash, never regained 
consciousness and was

wheel and control the 
racecar,” the family’s 
lawyer, Gary Leppla, 
wrote in the lawsuit filed 
in United States District 
Court in Covington last 
Wednesday. 

The lawsuit lists the 
Kentucky Speedway as 
a defendant along with 
the Rhode Island-based 
Rusty Wallace Rac¬ 
ing Experience and its 
owner, Mark Ebert, an 
offshoot company called 
SITYS EEC, and a num¬ 
ber of employees. 

“Safety is the num¬ 
ber one priority of Rusty 
Wallace Racing Ex¬ 
perience, which takes 
extraordinary steps to 
keep its customers and 


first responders, mem¬ 
bers of the clergy and 
other community leaders 
to the meeting, which is 
open to the public. 

He hopes to be able 
to develop a program 
designed to teach all 
students to make good 
choices. He feels this 
program should target 
students who have the 
highest risk to be in¬ 
volved in drug, alcohol 
and tobacco use. 

“I hope people will 
come to the meeting and 
be part of the discussion 
to find a way to help the 
school system tackle 
what is considered an ep¬ 
idemic,” said Huber. “I 
want to present a united 
front that says we care, 
we listen and we’ll do 
whatever it takes to give 
our students a life free of 
addiction.” 


Gallatin County may 
soon have an airport. 

At last Thursday’s fis¬ 
cal court meeting, mag¬ 
istrates voted to seek 
state funding to buy 500 
acres near the Kentucky 
Speedway near Sparta 
to be developed as an 
airport. The county is 
negotiating with four 
property owners and an 
announcement is ex¬ 
pected soon. The airport 
site is in the Park Ridge 
Road area. 

“We’re still in nego¬ 
tiations but we hope to 
have some good news 
very soon,” said Gallatin 
County Judge/executive 
Ken McFarland. “We’ve 
agreed on a price and are 
negotiating with the state 
over funding.” 

For the past year, 
Kentucky Speedway 
owner Bruton Smith 
has publicly called for 
an airport to be built in 
the area. It would allow 
commercial jets to bring 
fans and participants to 
the Speedway during 
major events such as the 
annual NASCAR race. 

There has been inter¬ 
est in building a regional 
airport in Gallatin Coun¬ 


ty for decades, even 
before the Kentucky 
Speedway was built in 
2000. Political and in¬ 
dustrial leaders through¬ 
out this area have said 
there’s a need for an 
airport to accommodate 
small and medium-sized 
jet aircraft. Several local 
boards and committees 
have also pursued the 
project over the years. 

An official announce¬ 
ment with building plans 
for the airport could be 
announced as early as 
next week. 

In other fiscal court 
business: 

Both Fogg Road and 
the Napoleon Hills road 
will be paved and ad¬ 
opted into the Gallatin 
County road system. The 
court unanimously voted 
to take over maintenance 
of both at last Thurs¬ 
day’s monthly meeting. 

Fogg Road residents 
have debated amongst 
themselves for years 
whether to allow the 
county to pave their one- 
mile road with the cost 
added to their tax bills. 
Judge McFarland said 
residents had recently

Remembering a great newspaperman 

The best tributes to the late 
John Carroll, one of America’s 
greatest newspaper editors who 
died on Sunday, will probably be 
written by people who worked 
with him—&ose whose journal¬ 
ism and careers he profoundly 
influenced, and whose work ben¬ 
efited from what Wendell Rawls 
called his “velvet touch, soft ear, 
careful tongue and steel spine.” 

But many who weren’t on the 
same payroll as John, including 
those of us who competed against 
him and his staffs, can feel after 
his tragic death that we really did 
work with him—in that great, col¬ 
lective cause that aU journalists 
should feel: public service that 
improves communities, states, 
our nation and our world. 

“Kentucky is a better place 
because of him,” community- 
journalism specialist Liz Han¬ 
sen, recently retired from Eastern 
Kentucky University, said of our 
friend on Facebook. 

That’s one of the finest compli¬ 
ments that can be paid to a jour¬ 
nalist, and John deserved it for 
what he did at the Lexington Her¬ 
ald-Leader, for Eastern Kentucky 
and for the state’s education^ 
system, including the University 
of Kentucky, where I work. 

If there was a sacred cow in 
the Lexington news media, it was 
UK basketball, but John directed 
an investigation of payoffs in the 
program, and it won Ae newspa¬ 
per its first Pulitzer Prize in 1986. 

That also cost the paper adver¬ 
tising and circulation, and a gun¬ 
shot fired through the pressroom 
windows amid protest rallies and 
a bomb threat. Nevertheless, the 
university changed its ways. 

John’s reaction summed up the 
difference between joum^sm 
and other trades: “In marketing, 
the idea is to manage the number 
of complaints down to zero. That’s 
fine if you’re making toasters, but 


a newspaper that gets no complaints 
is a dead newspaper.” 

Earlier, when John arrived to take 
the editorship of the Lexington Her¬ 
ald in 1979,1 was a bureau reporter 
for the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
which covered all of Kentucky and 
enjoyed strong circulation in much 
of Eastern Kentucky, where the 
Herald and its afternoon sister. The 
Lexington Leader, were punching 
below their weight. 

The Knight-Ridder chain, howev¬ 
er, which had brought John in from 
the Philadelphia Inquirer, put new 
emphasis on covering the rural re¬ 
gion at a time when we started send¬ 
ing in an early edition without late 
sports—even UK baUgames. 

Under John and Publisher Creed 
Black, a native of Harlan in south¬ 
eastern Kentucky, the merged Her¬ 
ald-Leader became a real force in 
Eastern Kentucky. That was impor¬ 
tant in 1989, when the state Supreme 
Court ruled the state school system 
unconstitutional—in a case brought 
by poor, mral districts. 

The Herald-Leader’^ response 
was an investigative package called 
“Cheating Our Children,” which 
turned over some long-stuck rocks in 
the region, as John might have said, 
and had as much or more impact on 


the education-reform legislation as 
the Courier-Journal did. 

When John left to edit the Balti¬ 
more Sun in 1991,1 was the Cou¬ 
rier-Journal’s political writer, and ] 
can admit now that it was a bit of a 
relief to see him go. 

He knew how to recruit good 
people and manage them in ways 
that produced a newspaper that was 
in many ways fully competitive 
with the larger Courier-Journal. 

In those days, the front line ol 
Kentucky’s journalism wars was or 
Shelby Street in Frankfort, in the 
shadow of the state Capitol, where 
our bureau’s address was 614-B and 
the Herald-Leader’s was 612-A. 

John’s successors maintained 
that competitive spirit, and both pa¬ 
pers benefited from it—so did Ken¬ 
tuckians, especially those in the fai 
reaches of the state. 

The last decade’s financial pres¬ 
sures on newspapers mean that ra- 
ral coverage and circulation have 
greatly declined, at papers in Ken¬ 
tucky and elsewhere. Now my jot 
is helping the smaller, raral news 
outlets pick up the slack. John Car- 
roll will continue to inspire us.

Discount parking avaiiabie for 
August’s Kentucky State Fair 


Here’s this week’s 
information for those of 
you planting your gar¬ 
den by the phases of the 
moon and signs of the 
zodiac. 

While we’re running 
a bit behind in rain now 
and a lot ahead on heat, 
your garden may be get¬ 
ting a little dry — but 
not as dry as where I live 
in central Kentucky. Just 
keep and eye on that. 

These are the last few 
days of Spring with Sum¬ 
mer officially beginning 
at 12:38 p.m. Sunday, 
which is also Father’s 
Day so two things to cel¬ 
ebrate! Sunday will also 
be the longest day of the 
year or, if you prefer, the 
day when the sun shines 
the most. 

After Sunday the 
days begin to get shorter 
as we move toward the 
first day of winter, Dec. 
21, thankfully still six 
months and a lot of sum¬ 
mertime away! 

The moon moved to 
the light phase Tuesday 
morning and will re¬ 
main there until the full 
moon on July 1, 10:20 
p.m. During this time be 
planting only those veg¬ 
gies that produce above 
the ground, realizing 
there’s still plenty of time 


old folks say, and from 
what I’ve seen there are 
still plenty of transplants 
and, of course, seed, 
available.

Farmers Feeding 
Options 

Kentucky cattle farm¬ 
ers have reaped the ben¬ 
efits of research conduct¬ 
ed over the past 20 years 
at the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Agriculture, Food 
and Environment. 

That research, con¬ 
ducted by Roy Burris, 
UK extension beef spe¬ 
cialist, showed that pro¬ 
ducers could safely feed 
soy hulls to their cattle 
without losing any feed 
value. Soy hulls are the 
seed coats of soybeans 
and a by-product of soy¬ 
bean med and soybean 
oU production. 

Burris began his re¬ 
search in 1996 after 
discovering that all soy 
hulls were sent overseas. 
The hulls contained 
highly digestible fiber 
for cattle. Burris thought 
they could work well as 
a supplement with cattle, 
especially those already 
on a high-fiber, pasture- 
based diet, compared 
to supplementing their 
diets with com, which 
contains high amounts 
of starch. 

“Our feeding trials 
showed that soy hulls 
could replace com on a 
pound-per-pound basis, 
especially with cattle 
on forage-based diets,” 
said Burris, who is based 
at the UK Research and 
Education Center in 
Princeton. “This was be¬ 
cause we weren’t shift¬ 


ing those mmen bacteria 
that aid in digestion of 
fiber to those that digest 
starches.” 

In the feeding tri¬ 
als, the cattle liked and 
readily consumed the 
soy hulls without any 
acidosis or founder. The 
results of the research 
were very popular with 
Kentucky beef cattle 
farmers, who readily ac¬ 
cepted them. 

“It’s a by-product that 
really became a co-prod- 
uct and added value to 
the soybean crop,” Bur¬ 
ris said. 

Kentucky producers 
now use all of the soy 
hulls produced by the 
state’s soybean farmers, 
which is around 120,000 
tons of soy hulls each 
year. The success of 
feeding soy hulls has 
also led to the expan¬ 
sion of feeding other 
by-products to cattle in¬ 
duing com screenings, 
wheat screenings, dis¬ 
tillers dried grains and 
cotton seed hulls. It also 
keeps the cattle from 
competing with humans 
for food.

Protecting your skin 
from the sun’s damaging 
mys is vital for a number 
of important health rea¬ 
sons. 

Melanoma, one of 
the most deadly of all 
skin cancers, is increas¬ 
ing faster than any other 
group, soaring by 50 
percent in young women 
since 1980. It is the most 
common form of cancer 
for young adults (25-29 
years old) and the second 
most common cancer in 
adolescents and young 
adults (15-29 years old). 
However, if caught ear¬ 
ly, melanoma can be ef¬ 
fectively treated. 

Here are the top ten 
steps you can take to 
protect your health. 

• When possible, 
avoid outdoor activities 
during the hours be¬ 
tween 10 AM and 4 PM, 
when the sun’s rays are 
the strongest. 

• Always wear a 
broad-spectrum (protec¬ 
tion against both UVA 
and UVB) sunscreen 
with a Sun Protection 
Factor (SPF) of 15 or 
higher. 

• Be sure to reapply 
sunscreen frequently, es¬ 
pecially after swimming, 
perspiring heavily or 
drying off with a towel. 

• Wear a hat with a 
4-inch brim all around 
because it protects areas 
often exposed to the sun, 
such as the neck, ears, 
eyes, forehead, nose, 
and scalp. 

• Wear clothing to 
protect as much skin as 
possible. Long-sleeved 


shirts, long pants, or 
long skirts are the most 
protective. Dark colors 
provide more protection 
than light colors by pre¬ 
venting more UV rays 
from reaching your skin. 
A tightly woven fabric 
provides greater protec¬ 
tion than loosely woven 
fabric. 

• To protect your eyes 
from sun damage, wear 
sunglasses that block 99 
to 100-percent of UVA 
and UVB radiation. 

• Consider wearing 
cosmetics and lip pro¬ 
tectors with an SPF of at 
least 15 to protect your 
skin year-round. 

• Swimmers should 
remember to regularly 
reapply sunscreen. UV 
rays reflect off water and 
sand, increasing the in¬ 
tensity of UV radiation. 

• Some medications, 
such as antibiotics, can 
increase your skin’s sen¬ 
sitivity to the sun. Ask 
your doctor or pharma¬ 
cist for more informa¬ 
tion about the medica¬ 
tions you are taking. 

• Children need ex¬ 
tra protection from the 
sun. One or two blister¬ 
ing sunburns before the 
age of 18 dramatically 
increases the risk of skin 
cancer. Encourage chil¬ 
dren to play in the shade, 
wear protective cloth¬ 
ing and apply sunscreen 
regularly.
